BEGIN SUMMARY. NATIONAL ARMAMENTS DIRECTORS REPRESENTATIVES 
(NADREPS) MET ON 19 SEP 73 AND AGAIN ON 24 SEP 73 IN A SUPPLE- 
MENTARY MEETING. MAIN TOPICS OF DISCUSSION INCLUDED OBSTACLES 
TO COOPERATION IN RESEARCH DEVELOPMENT AND PRODUCTION; SYMPO- 
SIUM ON BATTLEFIELD SURVEILLANCE AND TARGET ACQUISITION IN THE 
EUROPEAN ENVIRONMENT; AND PREPARATION FOR THE OCT 73 MEETING 
OF THE CONFERENCE OF NATIONAL ARMAMENTS DIRECTORS (CNAD). 
USNADREP, WITH STRONG SUPPORT FROM UNITED KINGDOM, CONTINUED 
TO PRESS FOR COMPREHENSIVE IDENTIFICATION AND REVIEW OF CO- 
OPERATIVE DEVELOPMENT AREAS OF GENUINE CONCERN TO CNAD AND TO 
THE ALLIANCE. US ALSO PUSHED, WITH SUPPORT FROM FRANCE AND THE 
INTERNATONAL STAFF, FOR A MAIOR REVISION OF CURRENT SCHEDULING 
PROVEDURES FOR CNAD AND ITS SUBSTRUCTURE. BOTH MEETINGS RATED AS 
PRODUCTIVE BY USNATO. END SUMMARY.

ON 19 SEP 73. PERTINENT AGENDA ITEMS ARE REPORTED PER REF (SHORT

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A. AGENDA ITEM 1-PROGRESS REPORT; SAFETY IN TRANSPORTATION 
AND STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES AC/258). REF: AC/259-D/345. PROGRESS 
REPORT BY THIS CADRE GROUP TO THE NADREPS CONCLUDED WITH RECOM 
MENDATION FOR NATIONAL ADOPTION OF THE UNITED NATIONS (UN) 

SYSTEM OF CLASSIFICATION OF EXPLOSIVES, BOTH FOR STORAGE AND 
TRANSPORT. GROUP PROPOSES TO AMEND ACCORDINGLY THE MANUAL ON 
QUOTE NATO SAFETY PRINCIPLES FOR THE STORAGE OF AMMUNITION AND 
EXPLOSIVES UNQUOTE (AC/258-D/70) AND ASSOCIATED MANUALS FOR

A. SUPPLEMENTARY MEETING OF 24 SEP 73 FOCUSED ON NIAG 
OBSTACLES PAPER. NADREPS FINALLY AGREED TO A CONSIDERABLY MODI- 
FIED CANADIAN PROPOSED REPORT TO CNAD. NADREP REVIEW OF THE NIAG 
DOCUMENT (AC/259-D/307) HAS BEEN SUMMARIZED IN A PAPER DRAFTED 
BY THE UK WITH FRENCH AND US INPUTS. BOTH D/307 AND THE NADREP 
COMMENTS PAPER WILL BE RETAINED AS BACKGROUND DOCUMENTS TO THE 
MEMORANDUM ON NIAG OBJECTIVES ALREADY SUBMITTED TO MINISTERS. 
THESE DOCUMENTS WILL BE TAKEN INTO CONSIDERATION IN ANY PERIODIC 
REVIEW OF THE GUIDELINES FOR IMPROVING EQUIPMENT COLLABORATION. 

IN FINAL ANALYSIS THIS APPROACH IS THE BEST WAY OUT OF A STICKY 
NIAG/CNAD CONFLICT SITUATION.

FOR SIGNATURE BY THE ASST SECRETARY GENERAL FOR DEFENCE SUPPORT 
WHICH WILL FORWARD TO NATIONAL ARMAMENTS DIRECTORS (NAD) A 
MODIFIED VERSION OF THE US-PREPARED SUMMARY OF CNAD AREAS OF 
CONCERN. NADREP OBJECTIVE IS TO INSURE THAT EACH NAD HAS THE 
OPPORTUNITY IN ADVANCE OF THE OCTOBER CNAD TO VIEW IN APPRO- 
PRIATE PROSPECTIVE THE LARGE AND GROWING PROBLEM OF AREAS OF
